Fire Breaks Out, Halting 
the Work of Rescue; 
740 Men in Mine. 


Cardiff, Wales, Oct. 15.—More than 
200 W elsh miners are believed to 
have perished thla morning In the 
Universal colliery near here, 
A tar. 
riffle explosion of gas shattered the 
works shortly after 740 
men 
had 
gone down the shaft. 
Five hundred 
have been rescued up to noon, when 
fire broke out and halted the work 
of rescue. 
The day shift of 740 men descend­ 
ed the shaft in cages at 5 o'clock. An 
hour afterwards a deafening report 
brought the people In the vicinity of 
the mine running 
to 
the 
plt-head, 
where they found the ventilating and 
haoisting machinery at the top of the 
shaft reduced to atoms by the ex­ 
plosion. 
All the men on the east side of the 
mine had reached the surface by 4 
o'clock, but 418 are still in the work­ 
ings on the west side which is on 
fire.
